Farm Living 
Cost Said Still 
On Up-Grade 


WASHINGTON. Dec l~So m c 
observers of farm economics be­ 
lieve that the end of the upward 
spiral of farm living costs is not 
yet in sight. 
The Agriculture 
Department 
reported yesterday that on Nov. ! 
15 prices farm ers pay for items 
used in day-to-day living reached 
a new record high. But observers 
say that nothing has happened 


since that time to take the pres­ 
sure out from under prices. 
They say that by the time the 
government’s December report 
comes out, covering the period 
from mid-November t h r o u gh 
mid-December, the index of what 
farmers pay in living expenses 
will have edged up even higher. 
The departm ent’s price report 
shows that despite increased pro­ 
duction and living eosts during 
the month ending Nov. 15, farm ­ 
ers still are in a favored income 
position. 
The parity ratio as of mid-No­ 
vember stood at 105 of its 1910-14 
base period. That is two points 
higher than it was on Oct. 15 and 
the highest in two years. 
The parity ratio is the govern­ 


ment’s yard-stick of how' farm ­ 
ers are doing in living and pro­ 
duction price-cost tug-o’-war. 
A year ago, farm ers were in 
an unfavorable position price- 
cost-wise when the parity ratio 
registered 97 . The record high 
for the parity ratio was 122 in 
October, 1946.

MALTHUS WAS WRONG 
AN ENGLISH eco no mist named Tho mas 
R. Malthu s, who died mo re than a century 
ago . ev o lv ed the theo ry that po pulatio ns in­ 
crease mo re rapidly than 
fo o d 
supplies. ] 
He claimed there will alway s be mo re peo ­ 
ple in the world than can be fed, and wars 
an d disease wilt be necessary to kill o ff the 
ex cess po pulatio n. 
Two wars centering in 
Euro pe 
during 
the past 35 y ears didn t do a v ery go o d jo b 
o f eliminating “ surplus” peo ple. Western 
Euro pe, it is estimated, has 28 0,000,000 peo ­ 
ple no w. which is 12 per cent mo re than be­ 
fo re Wo rld War II. Farms in Euro pe are 
pro ducing mo re fo o d than 
in 
1938 , 
but 
eno ugh mo re to giv e all the peo ple satis­ 
facto ry diets. Ho using is 
a 
still 
greater 
pro blem than fo o d. 
Ev ery where in Euro pe birth rates are 
increasing and the life span is being length­ 
ened. A few millio ns o f Euro peans co uld 
migrate to So uth America, Africa, Austral­ 
ia and o ther areas where they wo uld be 
welco me. But they prefer to cling to their 
traditio nal ho mes. 
Here is o ne o f the basic pro blems to be 
so lv ed befo re the pressures that cause war 
can be 
diminished. 
Unless 
peo ple 
are 
spread o ut where they can suppo rt them­ 
selv es. they will suppo rt leaders who se am­ 
bitio n it is to start aggressio ns. 
And the ensuing wars fail to trim po pula­ 
tio ns do wn to av ailable reso urces, 
co n­ 
trary to Malthus' theo ry . Science, as ap­ 
plied to public health, has kno cked o ut the 
Malthus theo ry . 


NATURE ON RAMPAGE 
FLOODS which hav e rav aged a large 
sectio n o f Califo rnia and the city o f Reno , 
Nev ada, are a manifestatio n o f nature go ne 
berserk which is unusual fo r this seaso n. 
Melting sno ws in the Sierras, caused by un­ 
seaso nably warm weather, bro ught the de­ 
luge. 
Damage to cro ps and pro perty is esti­ 
mated at mo re than $25 ,000,000 and dislo ­ 
catio ns and disruptio ns to no rmal liv ing 
hav e co st unestimable lo ss. It is the first 
manifestatio n o f nature go ne berserk o f this 
so rt in the area at this time o f y ear ev er 
reco rded. 
Befo re a catastro phe o f this so rt man 
stands helpless and baffled and witho ut de­ 
fense. There is little he can do ex cept wait 
fo r the waters to recede and begin the lo ng, 
discou rag in g job of rehabilitation . 
Man an d his works are particularly v ul­ 
n erable to flood disasters as mo st arable 
land lies alon g streams an d such areas are 
the most thickly popu lated because they 
lend themselv es more readily to all so rts 
o f tran sportation . In ev itably 
when the wat­ 
ers boil ov er the ban ks there is great 
hav o c. 


Rabindranath Tago re said: 
“ India is 
many co untries packed into o ne geo graph­ 


ical receptacle.” So me 14 7 distinct lan­ 
guages are spo ken amo ng its m any peo ­ 


ples. In the mo v ement o f races fro m desert 


and mo untain to riv ers and v alley , fro m 


a hard life to a warm ef climate and plen­ 


tiful fo o ds and fibers, India has o ften been 
co nquered. 


In 326 BC, Alex ander the Great, as he is 
called, a Macedo nian co nquero r, cro ssing 
thro ugh Bactria 
o v er the Hindu Rush 
mo untains, inv aded the Punjab and cro ss­ 
ed the Indus riv er. Wherev er Alex ander 
went, he planted Greek cities and estab­ 
lished Greek culture, which in this perio d 
had to struggle against the resplendent 
Persian culture then prev ailing in t h e s e 
areas. 


Alex ander’s army enco untered fierce en­ 
emies thro ugho ut his Indian co nquests, 
brav e and go o d so ldiers. Yet it w as po s­ 
sible fo r his army to find a path thro ugh, 
in spite o f mo untain, desert and heat. 


A co nquering race, little kno wn in these 
times, were the Scy thians, a no madic peo ­ 
ple who fo llo wed the grass, spreading pro b­ 
ably fro m what is no w called Turkestan 
and Mo ngo lia into Persia and thence to the 
regio n that lies between the Do n and the 
Carpathians in present-day Russia. 
Alway s the pressure seem s to be fro m 
the no rth so uthward and thus a Scy thian 
peo ple, the Sakas, who were being pressed 
by the Sinic Yue-chi in the J ax artes re­ 
gio n, pressed upo n the Greeks in Bactria. 
They co nquered the Punjab in 135 BC 
and set up a dy nasty in much the sam e 
lands that Alex ander the Great had held 
in No rthern India. 


I am o mitting o ther mo v ements acro ss 
this same ro ute—a ro ute which is to day at 
the dispo sal o f So v iet Russia. To the Indus 
fro m the no rth seem s o ften to hav e been 
an o pen ro ad fo r any aggressiv e peo ple. 


Fo r again in the Fifth Century , a peo ple 
kno wn as the White Huns o r Epthalites, 
arising in the sam e Turkestan-Mo ngo lian 
grasslands, o ccupied Bactria and mo v ed 
into the Punjab, and in time co ntro lled a 
v ast area in India. 
. * 
* 
So in the 10th Century , the Turks bro ught 
Islam to No rthern India, co nquering much 
o f the land—and lay ing the fo undatio n fo r 
mo dern Pakistan. 


Again in the 14 th Century , G e n g h i s 
Khan’s Mo ngo ls, dev elo ping o ut o f the Tur­ 
kestan-Mo ngo lian regio n, spread fro m the 
Pacific to Mo sco w, and Tamerlane, al­ 
ready the co nquero r o f Persia, Meso po ­ 
tamia and Afghanistan (Bactria), cro ssed 
the Hindu Kush to the Indus, into the Pun­ 
jab and established what became the great 
Mo gul empire with which the British had 
to deal when they set o ut to co nquer India. 
Other ro utes into India, no w being em­ 
plo y ed by So v iet China, hav e an interesting 
histo ry . The Manchu empero r o f C h i n a, 
K’ang Hsi, interested himself in the intern­ 
al pro blems o f Tibet which was then being 
attracted by the Eleuths, a western Mo n­ 
go lian peo ple. K’ang Hsi suppo rted the Da­ 
lai Lama and managed in 17 20 to establish 
a suzerainty o v er Tibet by suppo rting and 
pro tecting a fav o rite. 


In the reign o f Ch’ien Lung, o ne o f the 
greatest empero rs o f China, Tibet was in-, 
v aded by the Chinese, who established 
tempo ral co ntro l o v er the Dalai Lama.

DIET A N D HEALTH 


Periods in Life Requiring 
A Certain Mental Adj ustment 


By HERMAN N. BUNDFSEN, M. D. j 
THERE are sev eral perio ds o f 
life which do cto rs refer to as 
“ sto rmy ” because they inv o lv e 
bo th mental and emo tio nal ad­ 
justment to bo dily changes that 
are o ften bey o nd the indiv idual's 
co ntro l. One o f tnese is the ma­ 
turing o r ado lescent perio d: an­ 
o ther, which particularly affects 
wo men, Is the meno pause o r 
change o f life. Tho ugh bo th may , 
o n o ccasio n, cause crises, they 
are no rmal pro cesses and need 
cause little tro uble if handled 
with care and co mmo n sense. 
The meno pause signals the end 
o f repro ductiv e life. The o v aries 
sto p making their secretio n and 
the regular mo nthly perio ds sto p. 
The av erage age fo r the meno ­ 
pause is abo ut 4 7 y ears, but, o f 
co urse, there is a great deal o f 
v ariatio n. It may begin as early 
as 35 y ears, o r as late as 55 y ears, 
o r ev en later. 
Number o f Sy mpto ms 
A number o f sy mpto ms may o c- \ 
cur during this time, such as ho t 
flushes, chills, and sweats. Occa- j 
sio nally , there is rapid, no ticeable 
beating o f the heart, and high | 
blo o d pressure. The Mo st co mmo n 
sy mpto m is the ho t flushes which I 
o ccur in abo ut eight o ut o f ten 
cases, tho ugh no t mo re than o ne 
o ut o f six wo men are affected to 
a degree where their daily ro utine i 
is interrupted. The flushes are 
mo re frequent in ho * ? 
and 
are made wo rse by to o warm 
clo thing. Ex ercise and emo tio nal 
upsets may also cause mo re fre­ 
quent attacks. 
Irregularity In the mo nthly 
perio ds, with ex cessiv e flo w, may 
o ccur during the change o f life. 
Often, these sy mpto ms may also 


be pro duced by tumo rs o f the 
wo mb. Hence, ev en tho ugh It is 
tho ught that the change o f life 
is o ccurring when these sy mpto ms 
are present, an immediate ex ami­ 
natio n sho uld be carried o ut by 
the phy sician so that lf tumo r is 
present, it may be disco v ered and 
pro mpt treatment instituted. 
Certain Fears 
At the change o f life, many 
wo men 
dev elo p 
certain 
fears 
which lead to anx iety and wo rry . 
These include the fear o f o ld age, 
the fear o f lo ss o f sex ual activ ity , 
the fear o f getting to o fat, and 
the fears co nnected with v ario us 
fo rms o f ill health. 
In treating the meno pause, two 
things are o f special Impo rtance: 
One is the use o f gland ex tracts 
kno wn as estro gens, which can 
be giv en by mo uth o r by injectio n 
Into a muscle. Of co urse, these 
preparatio ns sho uld be used o nly 
under the directio n o f the phy si­ 
cian. The seco nd impo rtant part 
o f the treatment is what is kno w n 
as psy cho therapy , that is, treat­ 
ment to reliev e the mental and 
emo tio nal disturbances which o c­ 
cur so o ften at this time o f life. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. J .: My y o ung daughter suf­ 
fers fro m asthma and hay fev er. 
Wo uld a different climate help 
her? 
Answer: So me perso ns with 
hay fev er and asthma do better 
in a warm, dry climate. Ho wev er, 
the best thing to do is to attempt 
to determine the substances to 
which the child is allergic o r 
o v ersensitiv e, and then to av o id 
co ntact with them, o r to giv e in­ 
jectio ns o f gradually -increasing 
amo unts o f these substances to 
desensitize the child.

Number of Symptoms 
A number of symptoms may oc­ 
cur during this time, such as hot 
flushes, chills, and sweats. Occa­ 
sionally, there Is rapid, noticeable 
beating of the heart, and high 
blood pressure. The irfost common 
symptom is the hot flushes which

In treating the menopause, two 
things are of special Importance: 
One is the use of gland extracts 
known as estrogens, which can 
j be given by mouth or by injection 
Into a muscle.

By NEWMAN' CAMPBELL 
TODAY'S LESSON is based en­ 
tirely u p on Pau l s letters to his 
friends—Romans, Corinthians and 
Philip p ians. 
Pau l tells his friends in the con­ 
gregations of three c itie s -Rome, 
Corinth and Philip p i—w h a t he 
considers a Christian life shou ld 
be. 
It is no Idle ex istence, for 
Pau l believ ed (and p racticed) ac­ 
tiv ity . His whole life, after his 
conv ersion, was one of the great­ 
est d e v o t i o n and activ ity in 
Christ's work. 
This writer heard a talk the 
other day by a man—a su ccess­ 
fu l indu strialist—in which he said 
it was wrong to think of labor as 
a cu rse. 
It was one of man's 
greatest bkssings—and it is. 
The old say ing of Isaac Watts, 
English div ine, "Satan finds some 
mischief still for idle hands to 
do," is tru e as tru e. 
Few bu sy 
p eop le are altogether u nhap p y , no 
* matter w h a t their misfortu ne. 
Few idle ones are entirely hap p y , 
no matter what their good for­ 
tu ne. 
Ev en q u ite small children can 


try to be hu mble—not to think 
too highly of h i m s e l f , bu t to 
stu dy his p articu lar abilities, and 
then do the best he can in meek­ 
ness of sp irit. 
As Pau l wrote to the Romans, 
"Hav ing then gifts differing ac­ 
cording to the grace that is giv en 
to u s, whether p rop hecy , let u s 
p rop hesy according to the p ro­ 
p ortion of faith; or ministry , let 
u s wait in ou r ministering; or he 
that teacheth, on teaching. Or he 
that ex horted, on ex hortation; he 
that giv eth, let him do it with 
simp licity ; he that ru leth, with 
diligence; he that shcweth mercy , 
with cheerfu lness." 
In other words, in the words of 
ou r Memory Verse: "Whatsoev er 
thy hand flndeth to do; do it with 
thy might.”

No Fleeing To 
Hills lf Foe 
% 
Drops A-Bomb 


CHICAGO. Dec. I — United 
States civilians were warned to­ 
day that they will not be perm it­ 
ted to flee from strategic pro­ 
duction centers in the event of 
atomic bombing. 
Jam es J. Wadsworth, 
acting 
director of the National Security 
Resources Board s civil defense 
office, told the American Wel­ 
fare Association that it is “ time 
to get tough with ourselves over 
this question of what m ay hap­ 
pen if we are attacked.” 
Wadsworth deplored what he 
termed rn “take-to - the - hilts 
mentality’’ 
which 
visualised 
“ an attack here by an enemy 
as the signal for 
a 
sort of 
group vacation on the part of 
thousands of eity dwellers.” 
“ If and when the chips are 
douTJ,’’ Wadsworth said, “ every 
strategic target area in Ameri­ 
ca will be manned and fought 
with every bit of human vigor 
and even. scrap of m aterial re­ 
source we have. E v e r y com m un­ 
ity must be depended to the ut­ 
most. 
“ For the first time since the 
Indian Wars every' soldier and 
every citizen—man. w'oman and 
child—will be equal in danger 
and personal responsibility. 
"There will be no retreat from 
production lines. There will be 
no voluntary surrender of a sin­ 
gle machine or a single 
home 
that might help ur armed forc­ 
es to wage war.”

The federation closed its an­ 
nual convention here late Wed­ 
nesday by reelecting its ofifcers 
and adopting its resolutions. 
Although 4,000 persons w-ere 
expected at the confab, road con­ 
ditions resulting from a weekend 
blizzard 
kept 
the 
attendance 
dowTi to only 250. 
Everett F. Rittenour of Pike­ 
ton was reelected president to 
lead the state organization’s 
campaign for curbing inflation 
and maintaining the current 
farm program. 
Also reelected were Ralph Var- 
ian, E ast Canton, vice-president; 
John W. Sims, Clyde, executive 
secretary;

Grove City, treasurer; D. 
R. 
Stanfield, Columbus,
